Doling with preliminary matters first, Applicant note* thai ihc. Examiner noi 
indicated dim the certified copy of the priority document. iP 2000-393709, has been received. In 
this regard. Applicant note?; that the Office Action of March 7, 2005 states (hat "some ohhc: 
certified copies of (he priority document* have been received." However, the certified copy of 
JP 2000-393709 vvtis 11 led on December 17, 21)01. Therefore, Applicant believes that nil (he 
required certified copies have been received and (he Examiner is kindly requested to indicate 
receipt of the certified copy in the next iiciion. 

In addition. Applicant notes that the Examiner has nnr indicated acceptance of the 
replacement drawings submitted with the Amcndmr.nl of July 7, 200.1. The Examiner is 
requested to indicate acceptance of the.se drawing* in the ileal action. 

To summarize ihe Office Action, claims I, 3-7, 9-13, 15-19, 21-25, 27-31 and 33-36 
miul rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being allegedly unpatentable- over Mnnincx ci al. (U.S. 
fciittnr Publication No. 2002/0018800. hereafter "Mniline/."). in view of Mami cx al. (US 
•1,06 1 .2 1 2. hnrinancr "ManiD. and claims 2, 8, 14. 20, 26 and 32 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § U)3(o) as being unpatentable over Martinez and Mami, ton her in view of Lund (US 
ftilcnt 5,978.806). The otitolunding irjirticms are addressed below.

Claim Rejections ■ 35 U.S.C. § 103 

As previously noted, claims I. 3-7. 9-13, 21-25. 17-31 unci 33-36 stand »jtfct«d 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable over Martinez in view of Murui. 
Applicant respectfully traverses.

Willi respcel to independent claims 1, 13, and M, Applicant submits that these claims 
define a novel mobile communications terminal and speech nccopiiticm method for a mobile 
communications terminal presenting new features. For instance, a plurality of directories are 
rcgifttemd with voice patterns, wherein each directory is registered with a corresponding voice 
pattern. .Vw. Specification at payes J I - 12, Further, each directory includes a plurality nf 
contact data types, .such that rht plurality of contact data types comprises telephone number 
contact dam and at least one other lypc of mnutet data. See. e.g., Specification at page 1 1 tit lines 
1 3-20. In addition, a speed) recognition process provides far ;i registered voice pattern to be 
retrieved which matches or nearly marches voice clnta nkainrri from a user, and a directory is 
selected that corresponds lo the retrieved voice pattern. Sec. Specification at page 12. 
Thus, the speech recognition method provides for « desired directory corresponding ui a voice 
pattern to he .selected, and the contents of the directory, including telephone number contact data 
together with other types of contact data, can be utilized hy the mobile communications terminal 
for communicating with u contact. See, r.g. m Specification nr page 16 and page f 8, lines J -10. In 
one exemplary embodiment., the types of coniari data in each directory comprise telephone

number contact data, electronic moil address euntuci data, and URL (uniform resource locator) 
contact data. 

No! Withstanding the Examiner's rejection of independent Claims 1,13 and 25. Applicant 
submiLs that the compilation of Martinez, in view of Mami. whether taken alone or in 
combination, Pails to leach or suggest all the limitations of these claims. 

Kor instance, Martinet teaches n lclixommtjmc;ii.ion.s system 14 of a communications 
network 10 in which a user dials into the telecommunication* syslrm 14 from a communication 
device, such as a user's home phone, work phone, or cellular phone. Sec Marline/, at paragraphs 
53^4 and 58. As taught by Martinez, Ihe user places a call to a particular contact by using 
speech commands, such a&'tail) Hob ai home". iV<? Martinez at paragraph 02, 

However, Martinez merely teaches (hat various telephone number contact data, such a* 
home. work, mobile, and pager telephone numbers, are retrieved based on speech recognition. 
See MurtincK at paragraphs 59 and 67. Thus. Martinez fails to leach or suggest that a plurality of 
directories fire registered with voice patterns, as claimed., wherein each directory of the plurality 
of directories is registered with a corresponding voice pattern! each directory including a 
plurality of contact data types comprising telephone number contact data and ai Injwr one other 
type of contact data. Indeed, Martinet teaches that contact data is accessed via an "address book 
web p;ia C " ? in which a user imeraclK wilh. the data hy clicking on images or icki displayed on the 
web page in address features of rhe personal address book. Sec Martinez at paragraph J 13.

Further, ihc teaching of Mmtri fails ui compensate for rhc dclicicnl teaching of Martinc*. 
Indeed. Mami tenches voice registration only fur telephone number data. See Marui at col. 14, 
lines 49-57. In this regard, Applicant notes that Munii merely teaches dmi a phone number is 
registered ro ft "two-digit address corresponding to a 9-digil telephone, numhr.r." See Marui at 
col. 14. lines 8-17. Further, Mami loaches that a voice input., such as "office", is ivyslcrcd in a 
phone number which has heen registered i<> a corresponding two-digit address, See Marui at col. 
14, lines 18-57. However, the registration of a voice prim to a corresponding "two-digit 
address", in which a single telephone number is stored, does not suggest <// ta/.W the feature of 
registering a plurality of directories with voice patterns, wherein each directory of the plurality of 
directories is icftislcred wjth a corre.ipondins voice pattern, each dirocrnry including a plurality 
of eonracr data types comprising telephone number contact data and at least one other type of 
contact data, as (Maimed. 

As evidenced by (he foregoing, the combination of Irvin and Marui fails to teach or 
su^irst all the limhadons of independent claims I. 13 and 25. Accordingly, reconsiders ion and 
withdrawal nfr.hr. rejection is requested. 

With respect to dependent claims .1, 16 and 2S, Applicant notes that the Examiner does 

not identify any portion of Martinez and Marui which allegedly teaches automatically 

designating the type of contact data based on an application activation status of the mobile 

communication terminal. As discussed above. Marui simply teaches registering a voice pattern 

to a phone number stored in a two-digit .storage location, and Martinez likewise fails to teach any 

automatic designation of a type of contact data which is based on an application activai inn sf*ua.

as chimed Thus, dependent claim* 4. 16 and 2» arc Also believed (o be allowable hI Icasi 
because the tcnruivs recited by these claims are neither uiughr nor suggested by the applied art. 

Further, Applicant submits thai Maims 2-6, 14-18 and 26-30 are allowable at least by 
virtue of their respective dependency from independent, claims 1.13 and 25. Thus, withdrawal 
of the rejections of lhc«e claims is requested.

Independent claims 7, 19 and 3 1 define a novel mnhifa rommuni cations terminal and 
speech recognition method lor a mobile communications terminal wherein voire peificrns are 
ivfiisicrcd with a plurality of contact (Una. wherein the plurality of contact, dabi comprise y 
plurality ofmntacr data types. See, Specification ar page 16. In addition, for each ryjx: uf 
contact data, a voice pattern i.s ir«isicrcd with a cniruponding contact data item independent of 
other types of contact data. ^„ Specification at page 17. Kunhcr, the type of contact dm 
to be selected for communication i.s designated and a contact data item of the type designated 
which corresponds to a voice pattern retrieved by n speech rci:n°njtion process is selected. See, 

Specification at page 17, Thus, by registering voice patterns with comtsponding contact 
dnta iirms separately for each type of contact data and designating u type of contact data to he 
selected, the accuracy and efficiency of speech recognition is improved because only the 
registered voice patterns which correspond in die designated type of contact: datn are required lo 
be searched when searching for n voire pattern. See. e.g.. Specification ;it page 1 S, lines u- 14 
and Hi cure 5.

As discuwctl above with import to independent claims 7, 19 unci 31, Martinez merely 
teaches ihm various telephone number contact d«a. such as home, work, mobile, and pa*cr 
telephone numbci*. Lire retrieved bused on speech recognition. Src Martinez at paragraphic 59 
and 67. Thus, Martinez fails to teach or suggest registering: voice patterns with a plurality of 
contact data, as claimed, wherein the contact data comprises i\ plurality of contact data types, and 
lor cadi type of nnntocr data, a voice pattern is registered with a corresponding contact data item 
independent of other conlw.l data types. 

Further. Mauri fails to compensate for the deficient teaching or Martinez. As noted 
above, Marui merely nuchas that a phone number is registered to u %> lwo-difii( address 
eorrespondinj; to a 9-digit telephone number." Marui at col. !4, lines S-17. Moreover, us 
Mauri merely leaches registration of phone numhnr d-if-a, Maori cnnnoi properly be relied upon to 
teach the regislrmion of contact data which comprises a plurality of cnniact daw rypes, wherein a 
voice pattern is registered with a corresponding contact, data item independent of other contact 
data types, as claimed. 

As demonstrated by the foregoing, oil the limitations of independent claims 7. 19 and 3! 
an: neither taughi nor suggested by the combination of Martinez in view or Marui, Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of these claims is requested. 

With respecr to dependent claims It), 22 and 34, Applicant attain disagrees that ihc 
combination of Martinez and Marui teaches automatically dcslpmtting the type of contact darn 
haaed on an application acfivnfiiw status of the mobile communication terminal, as claimed. As

discussed ubovc. Maori simply teochr-s registering a voice partem lo a phono number stored in a 
two-digit storage location, find Martinez likewise: foils m leach any automatic designation of a 
lype of contact data which is based on fin application activation .vatns. as rlaimcd. Thus, 
dependent claims 4, 16 and 28 iire also believed to bo allowable at least because ihi.s I phi lire is 
neither caught nor suggested by the applied art. 

Further, Applicant submits that dependent claims 8-12. 20-24 and 32-3fi arc allowable ar 
least by virtue of their respective dependency from independent claims 7, 1 9 and 3 1 . 
Accordingly, iwotwidrratinn and withdrawal of the rejection of these claims is requested. 

Dependent claims 2, A; ?4, 2ft 26 am/ 

As noted above, claims 2, 8, HI, 20, 26 and 32 ore rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Martinez ei at. (US 2002/00 KSKOIJ). in view of Marui ct ul. (US 
4,06 1 ,212), and further in view of I .und (US Patent 5,978,806). Without commenting 
substantively on Ihcsc grounds of rejection. Applicant submits that claims 2. S, w, 20, 26 and 32 
are allowable at least by virtue of depending from rtaims L 7. J 3, 19, 23 and 3 L respectively.
